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FLIGHT OF BIRDS. 


Ra pid 
Winu 
Mo v ement 
Do e» 
No t 
Alwa y * Imply Speed. 
Birds have different modes of flight. 
Just as men have different gaits in 
walking or 
running. 
Rapid 
wing 
movement does not 
always 
imply 
speed in flight any more than rapid 
leg movement implies speed in walk 
ing or running. 
With us it is the 
length of the stride that tells ulti 
mately. What, apart from wing move 
ment, tells in the bird’s flight is not 
known. 
Speaking broadly, long winged birds 
are strong 
and 
swift 
fliers; 
short 
winged 
birds 
are 
feeble in flight 
When we consider that, a cumbrous, 
slow m o v ing bird like the heron moves 
Its wings twice per second when in 
flight it is evident that many birds 
have a very rapid 
wing 
movement. 
Most small birds 
have 
this 
rapid 
wing movement with feeble 
powers 
of flight. 
The common wren and Lhe 
dipper, for instance, have a flight like 
that of a young bird. 
Many of our smaller migrants seem 
but to flit from bush to bush or from 
tree to tree. 
Members of the thrush 
family are low fliers, the blackbird in 
particular, 
with 
its 
hasty, hurried 
flight, often Just avoiding fences and 
no more. 
Wagtails have a beautiful 
undulating flight with little apparent 
use of their wings. 
They look like 
greyhounds bounding through the air 
Nearly all birds sail or float occa­ 
sionally without the 
slightest move­ 
ment of their wings. 
Even a large 
bird like a pheasant will glide in this 
way for more than two hundred varcls. 
Grouse have a rapid wing motion 
-without any great speed, but when 
they sail, coming down with the wind, 
as they prefer to do, they go very fast 
Before alighting they flap their wings 
several times very rapidly, like the 
clapping of hands. 
Most birds after 
gliding do this. Does it correspond to 
putting on the brakes or reversing the 
engine in the case of mechanical loco­ 
motion? 
With little apparent use of 
Its wings the wood pigeon flies very 
strongly and rapidly. 
It never seems 
to "bring up” much before alighting.

I 
do not mean that every woman should 
make a profession of it, but that she 
should know what the law is. 
There 
is no more subtle or elevating study, 
nor one that has a greater tendency to 
make a woman more intelligent and 
liberal minded, and withal a better 
woman, wife and mother.” 
That Is the attitude of Miss Jessie 
Allen Fowler, and she has lived up to 
her teachings, the New York Evening 
Telegram says, by making a thorough 
study of legal matters herself. 
She 
claims that a woman who has studied 
law is enabled to take a deeper inter­ 
est in the daily press and in all sorts 
of miscellaneous reading. 
"I know- that that is the ease from 
personal 
experience,” she said. 
"I 
have actually been able to sift grains 
of real information from the chaff of 
gossip, scandal and triviality one con­ 
stantly hears and sees since I have 
learned something of the law. 
With 
such knowledge women can come to 
more logical conclusions and will re­ 
sort less and less to the woman’s pro­ 
verbial 
reason, ‘Because.’ 
It w-ould 
certainly sound queer and unreason­ 
able for a woman lawyer to stand up 
In court and say, ’Your honor, this man 
Is not guilty—because.’ 
“As women are becoming more in­ 
terested in the arts and sciences and 
professions," she said, "the more im­ 
portant it is that they shall be able 
to handle their own sex in looking 
after their property, business or even 
home matters.

The planting of nut-bearing trees ii 
a matter that lannot be too stronglj 
encouraged in every section of Amer 
ica, especially 
among 
farmers ant 
their children. 
Of course, it eannol 
be denied, says Collier’s, that such 
trees do not mature quickly, buc when 
they do commence to bear they will 
be extremely profitable. Again, it maj 
be true that the man who sets there 
out may never live to profit by such 
returns, yet this same man does not 
object to a life-insurance policy which 
he must die to win. 
There are two main factors 
thal 
make the planting of nut-bearing trees 
profitable; one is the nuts they will 
bear and the other is the ultimate 
vaiue of the trees themseives. 
As to the first consideration, many 
authorities express the opinion that 
the planting of nut trees ought to be 
encouraged and 
increased until the 
nuts are produced in large 
enough 
quantities to become a staple article 
of food instead of merely* a luxury, 
because they can to a very consider­ 
able extent be satisfactorily used in 
a mixed diet, to take the place ol 
meat, as they really are very nutri 
tious and valuable as a fruit element 
Even for use as a luxury alone, the 
addition of thousands of acres of nut 
orchards to our present supply would 
be found profitable. 
The value of the trees themselves 
can well be shown by an actual exam 
pie. 
An old farmer in Michigan, hall 
a eefitury ago, who was barely man 
aging to make "both ends meet," had 
a son with an eye to the future, who 
in spite of ridicule, went ahead and 
set out a lot of walnut trees on son*: 
rather unproductive low land. 
Befor« 
the old man died the trees were yield 
ing a profitable crop each season and 
a few years ago the son himself, no* 
being 
gray-haired, sold a furniture 
company the entire lot of trees foi 
$ 15,000. 
Without the trees the farm 
itself was scarcely worth $ 3,000. 
The supply of hardwood is nearin? 
exhaustion and it is only a matter ol 
a few years until trees set out now 
become very valuable. 
They do not require much care anc 
no inexpensive asset w ith greater pos 
sibilities could be left behind for the 
coming generation. 


MEXICO MISSING CHANCES. 


ATTITUDE OF THE ROMANTICS. 


Airrifnlta riNt« o f the Republic F a ll 
to Ca ter to America n Need« . 
In an address recently in Guadala 
Jara, 
Bernardo Mayen, representing 
the Department of Fomento, stated 
that agriculturists in Mexico were not 
taking advantage of the great oppor 
tunitles whioh existed at their very 
doors, the Mexican Herald says. 
He 
called attention to the fact that the 
United States had imported during the 
year of 1909 over $ 9,000,000 worth ol 
lemons and limes. 
Of this amount Mexico, the nearest 
foreign producer, had sent $ 4,500. 
Practically all of the importation 
had been from Italy, a distant country, 
and no more favorable for the produc­ 
tion of limes and lemons than is Mex 
ico. 
Other examples quoted showed 
that practically every class of agricul 
tural product for which the soil and 
climate of Mexico were especially fit 
ted was made to produce more revenue 
in other countries. 
Of the $ 3,500,00( 
worth of eocoanuts imported by th< 
United States, Mexico furhished $ 13, 
000; of $ 2,000,000 worth of dates, Mex 
ico furnished $ 46; of $ 2,000,000 wortk 
of onions, Mexico furnished $ 400; o 
$ 136,000,000 w’orth of silk, Mexico sen' 
none. 
According to Mr. Mayen. Mexic< 
should be able to compete very favor 
ably for the larger per cent of th< 
business in the products mentioned 
while he saw no reason why, in th< 
course of time, that Mexico should no; 
furnish the entire supply imported bj 
the United States. There are only twe 
products furnished by Mexico whict 
supply the demand in 
the 
Unitec 
States: onp is henequen and the othe: 
vanilla. 
Of the former Mexico fur 
nished annually $ 29,000,000 of the $ 30, 
000,000 imported, while three cantoneg 
in the State of Vera Cruz supply $ 1,- 
600,000 of the $ 3,000,00 worth of va 
nllia imported. 
Drawing an example, the speakel 
pojnted out that only a few years age 
these two greatest industries did nol 
exist. 
They were built up by intelli 
gent agriculturists. 
In the same way 
Mexico could become the source o! 
supply for the United States in prac 
tically all of the tropical products con 
sumed in that country. 
In detailing the reasons for the fail 
ure of Mexican agriculturists to take 
advantage of such a promising field 
was the opinion of many that the laboi 
employed on the haciendas was sc 
poorly paid that it drew* only the more 
ignorant laborers, all of the brightei 
minds finding more remunerative wort 
in other pursuits. 
As proof of the 
point he cited the custom of the United 
States and Argentina of paying fani 
labor from eight to ten 
times 
the 
amount of the average w*age in this 
country, yet by far larger profits wen 
obtained; 
As the lecture was attended hv t 
large number of the principal haeien 
dados of the State, who were deeply in 
terested in the points brought out, it 
is hoped that a more active effort wrll 
be made to adopt modern methods anc 
make such improvements as will tenc 
to the bringing of the industry to 
e 
higher state of development through 
out the State of Jalisco.

T H E D E A T H OF JOHN T H E B A P TIS T. 
Lesson:- M a tt. 14:1-12. 


GOLDEN TEXT:—He that is slow to anger is better than the 
mighty, and he that ruleth his spirit, than he that taketh a city.--Pro­ 
verbs 16:32. 


For the present **ve are asked by the 
committee to pass by the wonderful 
thirteenth chapter—-why, I know not— 
but we will return to it in a few 
weeks and have three lessons in it. 
Although this lesson today gives an 
account of the beheading of John the 
Baptist, the sad event evidently took 
place some time previous. 
But now. 
Herod bearing of the fame of Jesus, 
his guilty conscience tells him that it 
is John whom he had murdered. 
He 
was perplexed because some said that 
John was risen from tile dead, some 
said that Elijah had appeared and 
others that one of the old prophets 
was risen again. 
Herod said, “Who is 
this of whom I hear such things?” And 
he desired to see Him (Luke ix, 7-0). 
Herod’s question, “Who is this?” is 
an all important one. 
See also Luke 
v, 21; vil, 49; Matt. xxi. IO; Isa. lxiii, 
I; Jer. xxx, 21. where the question is 
in connection with the forgiveness of 
sins, the son of David, the Messiah 
and the One who is to judge the na­ 
tions. 
As our Lord put it to Simon 
Peter, “Whom say ye that I am?” 
(Matt, xvi, 15.) 
It should take hold 
of each one of us, and unless we can 
from the heart reply as Peter did it 
will be bad for us. 
“What is Jesus 
Christ to me?” is the great question. 
In a previous lesson we saw* mes­ 
sengers coining to Jesus from John in 
the prison, but now we have the ac­ 
count of his imprisonment aud execu­ 
tion. 
Herod feared John, knowing 
him to be a just and holy man, and 
he heard him gladly and did many 
things. 
But Herod had taken his 
brother Philip’s wife and was living 
with her, and John had told him that 
It was not lawful. Therefore Herodias 
had a quarrel (margin, inward grudge) 
against John mud would have killed 
him, but she could not. 
But Herod 
had imprisoned John for Herodias’ 
sake (Mark vi, 17-20). 
For some idea 
Of what a wicked, unscrupulous wo­ 
man can do see I Kings xxi, 7-15, and 
II Kings xi, I, and consider that Baby­ 
lon, which is said to be guilty of the 
blood of all that were slain upon the 
*arth, is compared to a woman ar­ 
rayed in purple and scarlet and decked 
with gold and precious stones and 
pearls (Rev. xvii, 4; xviii, 24). 
The 
life of John in prison must have been 
n sad and lonely one indeed were it 
not that he had access to God, witii 
whom he had spent so many years iii 
the wilderness. 
No prison walls can 
shut out God or the angels, and an 
eternity of glory will more than com­ 
pensate for the greatest sufferings of 
the saints on earth (Rom. vill. 18). 
Birthday parties should be happy oc­ 
casions and innocent affairs, but this 
one of our lesson was one of the worst 


on record, 
it was a great affair, bo 
ing a supper made by Herod for his 
lords, high captains and chief estates 
of Galilee. 
On 
this occasion 
the 
daughter 
of 
the 
wicked Herodias 
danced so acceptably to Herod and 
them that sat with him that Herod 
promised 
with an oath to give 
her 
whatsoever she would ask. 
Accord 
Ing to Mark (verse 23), “He sware 
un^o her, Whatsoever thou shalt ask 
of me I 
will give it thee, unto the 
half of my kingdom.” 
What an out­ 
come of a drunken revel and a dance! 
The result of dancing in our times, 
so often accompanied by drink if not 
by drunkenness, has never been fully 
written, but enough lias been written 
to lead thoughtful people to renounce 
the whole thing and especially the 
fashionable dancing school. 
If you

If the church had a tithe of 
the zeal of the devil to lead souls 
astray, how many might by the church 
be pointed to Him who is able to save 
from going down to the pit! 
But 
where 4s* the zeal referred to in the 
words, “The zeal of thine house hath 
eaten me up” (John ii. 17; Ps. lxix, 9). 
The girl went forth and said to her 
mother, “What shall I ask?” And, be­ 
ing instructed by her mother, she ask­ 
ed for the head of John the Baptist. 
Quickly it is brought to her, and she 
carried it to her mother. 
Did ever a 
daughter carry or a mother receive 
so grewsome a gift? 
Yet this is in 
our day made into a play to entertain 
thoughtless people. 
The murder of 
John meant In due time tile murder of 
Jesus, and tile world lying in the 
wicked one seeks and applauds this 
kind of entertainment, 
it is written 
that the king was sorry, but the sor­ 
row that does not lead to doing right 
amounts to nothing, and I fear that 
he has been sorry ever since and will 
be forever. 
According to Phil. I, 21, 
23, it was a gain to John, a very far 
batter, for he has been well and hap­ 
py ever since. 
His disciples took up 
the body and burled it. but they did 
not bury John. 
We never bury peo­ 
ple. but only the bodies in which they 
lived awhile. 
There shall be a resur­ 
rection of all dead bodies, those of I 
the just and , the unjust, but there 
shall he an interval of 1.000 years be­ 
tween (Luke xiv. l l; xx, 35; Acts xxiv, 
15; Rev. xx. 5). The disciples of John 
went and told Jesus. 
That is the 
thing to do always and about every­ 
thing. arid then we shall know the 
pence of God which passeth all under­ 
standing (Phil. Iv. C. 7). 
Then also 
shnll we know what it means to be 
guided in all things by Him (Prov. 
iii. 5, 6).

Bluefields, May 19.—The steamer 
Venus, accompanied by the tug San 
Jacinto, with a force of 350 men under 
command of General Irias, who calls 
himself minister general of the Atlan 
tic coast, arrived last night off Blue 
fields bluffs and demanded the imme­ 
diate surrender of Bluefields in the 
name of President Madriz. 
General 
Estrada, the rebel leader, refused to 
capitulate. 
The 
Venus 
then 
an­ 
nounced that it would bombard lilue- 
flelds bluffs today and warned non­ 
combatants to seek shelter. 
The fruit steamer Dictator, from 
New Orleans, arrived yesterday after­ 
noon. 
She was held up and boarded 
by a party from the Venus, who arrest­ 
ed her passengers and seized her 
mails. 
Commander Gilmer of the 
American gunboat Paducah, the senior 
American officer here, promptly ob­ 
tained the release of the Dictator, her 
passengers and mails. 
The Venus is equipped with 3-inch 
guns of modern pattern, and has a 
number of American gunners. 
To in­ 
sure protection to American life and 
property. 
Commander 
Gilmer 
has 
warned the belligerents that he will 
permit no fighting at Bluefields, and 
in the event of the surrender of the 
city he will only allow a force not ex­ 
ceeding a hundred men to enter the 
city for the purpose of maintaining or 
der.

Mr. Cunningham and Bullock have 
been getting on well together and are 
having a good time seeing London 
Kermit Roosevelt sometimes accompa 
nies them. 
King George ordered that a military 
sentry be posted at Dorchester House 
in honor of Mr. Roosevelt as special 
envoy of the United States.

ingly a corporal and three men of the 
Grenadier Guards 
went 
there and 
posted a big, red-coated soldier, who 
now marches to and fro before the 
door as if it were the entrance to a 
royal palace.

Kansas City Excursionists Caught on a 
Sinking Boat. 
Kansas City, May 19.—The excur­ 
sion steamer Uncle Sam collided with 
a sand barge in the Missouri river at 
the foot of Grand avenue last evening 
and sank.

ANALYSIS OF CORN 


So ld to L. W. McDo na ld Fa iled to Sho w 
Presence o f Deleterio us Ma teria ls. 


An an lysis of the corn which was sold 
recently to L. W. McDonald, of near 
this city, and which is said to have con­ 
tained poisonous materials, failed to 
show the presence of any deleterious 
substance. 
Mr. McDonald lost a fine 
horse a few weeks ago, and he thought 
that the death might be the result of 
poison in the feed. 
The State Chemist 
sent a representative herf and after ex­ 
amination of the feed, writes A. I). 
Shields, of this city, as follows: 
“ We are enclosing a report of the in­ 
spection of food meal secured by Mr. 
Roberts from goods in the possession of 
L. W. McDonald, said to have been pur­ 
chased from you and which we were 
asked to examine for deleterious sub­ 
stances. 
A careful microscopical and 
chemical analysis fails to show any dele­ 
terious materials present and our exam­ 
ination shows the sample to be ground 
corn. 
“ We are unable to offer any explana­ 
tion as to why it should have proven 
deleterious to the animhls in q uestion. 
“ Trusting this will furnish the infor­

The court 
says that they should either have lived 
up to thO agreement of the agent or 
should have returned the property; that 
it is asking too much to demand both 
the property and the pay.

It was, we are told, in 1309 that the 
first dock known t<f the world was 
placed in the tower of San Eustargio, 
in Milan. 
The greatest astonishment and ad­ 
miration were manifested by crowds 
who flocked to see the timepiece. 
In 
1344 a clock was installed in the pal­ 
ace of the nobles at Padua. 
This was 
a wonder of mechanism indeed, for be­ 
sides indicating the hours it showed 
the course of the sun, the revolutions 
of the planets the various phases of 
the moon, the months and tho fet»« 
of the year. 
The period of the evolution from the 
clock to the watch was seventy-one 
years 
not so very long, all things con­ 
sidered—and the record of the first 
watch is 138®. 
A half century later 
an alarm clock made its appearance. 
This, we are told, was looked upon 
by the people of that age as “un in­ 
strum ent prodigieux.” 
The fortunate possessor of this clock 
was Andrea Alciato, a councillor of 
Milan. 
The chroniclers have placed 
on record that this clock sounded a 
IHI at a stated hour, and at the same 
time a little wax candle wras lighted 
automatically. 
How this was done we 
are not told, but it must not be over­ 
looked that until about seventy years 
ago we had no means of obtaining a 
light other than the tinder box, so 
that the Milanese must have been cen­ 
turies ahead of us in this respect. 
Not much progress was made with 
the watch until 174®, when the second 
hand was added.—London Globe.
